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The LAKE TROUT 


The lake trout comes in all sizes. He is most prized when he reaches the heavyweight 
classification (30 lbs. and up); he has the weight, brawn and endurance to test tackle, 
skill and patience. The trophy-getter needs an assist from Lady Luck, but on Great 
Bear Lake, she often smiles most gratuitiously. 


The majority of lake trout are in the lightweight and middle class. The 8 to 18 
pounders are most common, and of course, are most frequently caught. In this 
classification, he is a puncher, very quick, will make the long speedy runs and if 
the angler uses light tackle, he is rewarded with some fast active sport.

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The ARCTIC CHAR 


He is an elusive character. The best places to take the arctic char are also the most 
difficult to reach. We have found some areas where we feel the sportsman has the 
very best chances of taking the char. Most of the time we are successful, sometimes 
we fail. 


We cannot guarantee the success of char fishing. No camp can. If any resort tells 
you that they can, take them up on it (in writing). 


If the weather permits the first three weeks and the last two weeks of the season are

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The GRAYLING 


The fish with the big dorsal fin . . . runs somewhere from 2 to 3!2-pounds 
on the average, but it will take a 4 to 5 pounder at our camp to cause any 
notice. We have a place where grayling hit so fast you'll consider it child’s 
play. Bring the light fly rod, dry flies and wets. . . or your ultra light spin- 
ning rod equipped with line testing from 2 to 4-pounds. The sure-fire lure 
is the No. 2 Mepps spinner. The fly fisherman will find the Mickey Finn 
and Parmachene Bell streamers, Black Gnat, White Wolf and Honey Blond 


for the best possible grayling fishing you should consider a side trip.

For next year we will have three of the finest Arctic Char locations yet 
discovered in the North, including the Mackenzie where the world record 
Char weighing 29 lbs. 11 oz. was taken; also Gurling and Bloody Falls, 
where many excellent Trophy Char were taken by our guests during the 
past season. Our locations have Char so plentiful the Canadian Govern- 
ment allows us to take five Char per day per fisherman, and the possession 
limit is ten Char per man. This in contrast to some areas where Char is 
not so plentiful and the limit has been reduced to two Char per day per 
man. Many of our guests, such as Charlie Brown of KGGM TV and Radio, 
Albuquerque, New Mexico limited out in a few hours’ fishing time for the 
elusive Char; and Dick Bumstead of Ontario, California and his group of 
fellow Californians who were successful using flies for the many Trophy 
Char taken by them. 


Char caught at Branson’s this year ranged from 8 lbs., to 26 lbs., 8 oz. 
with many in the 16 and 18 Ib. class.
